London, Sept. 1 The following particulars of

tho events preceding tho evacuation of the fortress
of Humaita by tho .Paraguayans are believed to bo
authentic:

On ,luly 1C the Marquis do Caxlas received infor-

mation that tho Paraguayans were leaving tho
iortrcfs. He Immediately ordered an advance, and
a column of 10,0(1(1 men crossed tho ditches, en-

tered tho enemy's lines, and took possession of a
redoubt. They were thero making preparations to
occupy the rest of tho works when the Paraguayan
troops opened a fire of musketry and artillery,
which had u terrible effect upon the Allied column
in its crowded and rather disordered condition. Tho
Paraguayans then advanced on the Brazilians,
Jumping into tho redoubt and attacking them with
the bayonet, meantime keeping up a sharp artillery
flro on tho column, which had commenced 'to fall
back. Tho attacking party of tlio Allies was driven
from the redoubt, and tho whole coin inn retired to

its camp, having suffered severely in killed,
vt oimled and prisoners.

The lowest estimato of their loss In this attack
places it at 000 killed and wounded. Somo divi-

sions were almost cut to pieces, and largo numbers
were missing. A few days later the allies assaulted
a Paraguayan fort in tlio Gran Ohaco. Tho at-

tacking party was received with a heavy tiro of
nrtil'ery, which created a panic among them, and
they commenced a retreat in disorder. Tlio Para-
guayans left their defences and pursued tho re-

treating troops with great vigor, and the latter
again suffered a heavy loss, especially in their

their killed and wounded amounting to 5."0.

On July 25th It was discovered that Huraaita had
at last been actually evacuated. 'All the heavy
guns left in the place were dismounted and spiked,
and some munitions of war which could not easily
be moved through the forest were left behind, Tho
garrison retired in good order and without inter-
ruption to a new position on tho Tebiguary. The
formications there, which Lopez has been building
nearly a year, arc believed to bo Impregnable, and
the communications with the Interior are secure.
The Paraguay river has been so obstructed as to bo
inaccessible to the Iron-clad- s of the allies.

A dispatch was received at Rio Janeiro on the
8th, stating that tho United States steamer Wasp
bad proceeded op the river to Ascension, to take on
board Minister Washburn and suite.

London, Sept. 1 The Ariel, the first ship of the
tea fleet from China, has Just arrived in the Thames.
She sailed from Foo Chow on May 28th, in com-

pany with the ships Taeping and Sir Launcelot.

London, Sept. 1. The inquest on tho bodies of
tho victims of tho Abergele railway accident was
resumed y.

Soldiers ntid Snilors' Convention.
'Krw "Your, Sept. 1 The Soldiers and Sailors'

National Executive Committee met atthoAstor
House j. There wero present the Chairman,
General 11. A. Barnum; Secretary, General N. P.
Chipiuan; Generals G. J. fitannard, Vt.; A.W.
Dawson, Maryland; J. M. Fisher, Peniia., and J.
II. ltusllng, N. !.; Cols. II. Applcman, Conn.; A.
II. Griinslmw, Del., and several prominent soldiers
from neighboring States.

A grand monster mass convention of soldiers and
sailors was tixed upon, and in recognition of the
hospitality extended to the soldiers and sailors
(luring the war by tho city of Philadelphia, that
place was designated for this convention. Tho
meeting will last two days, October 1st and 2d. All
organizations ot "Boys In Blue" and other Repub-
lican nrganizallons, also tho soldiers and sailors
gem rally, are Invited. Arrangements were made
to extend special invitations to all leading soldiers
and sailors of the war who siiptKirt Grant and Col-fn- x.

Governor Curtin was requested to invite, on
behalf of the committee, the loyal war Governors
who were ills cotemporaries, and Governor Geary
w as requested to invite all the loyal Republican
Governors now acting at this Convention.

It Is expected that 50,000 soldiers will be present,
making it one of the grandest demonstrations sinco
the war. The details of arrangement are placed in
the hands of General Collis, General Russell, Gene-
ral Owen, on tho inert of tlie Hoys in Bluo in Phi-
ladelphia, and the members of tho National Exe-
cutive- Committee of Pennsylvania. An address
will be prepared and submitted to the Convention,
to go forth as the voice of tho loyal soldiers una
tailors of the country.
